ow, the fact that they are nuisances by scatter- 
ing garbage out of garbage cans or by incessantly 
bar’ ise fighting is only part of tho picture. 
By scattering garbage around tho lanos and strocts 
during the summertime, they can be a definite 
menace to health. Their scavengering habits will 
encourage the breeding of flies and flics are con- 
sidered responsible for many of the presont day 
diseases of human beings. We do have a surplus of 
dogs in Bassano and I would suggest that the time 
has come when we should do something about it. ° 

* The solution to this problom is simplo enough, 
The Dog By-Law of the Town of Bassano provides 
that a liconse tag MUST B& ATTACHED TO THE COLLAR 
OF EVERY DOG OV&R SIX MONTHS OLD. Tho Council, - 
therefore, has only to issue instructions that 
every dog which does not carry ‘a license tag must 
be destroyod forthwith in accordance with the by- 
law. I imagine that the carrying out of such inst- 
' ructions would soon revert the dog population to 
more normal proportions. 

If a person wishes to kedp a dog at all, he 
should be willing to keep his dog-under proper 
control and licensed as called for in the By-Law. 
If he does not value his dog to that extent, he 
would be better off without one. His neighbors, 
too, would , no doubt, second the motion. Nearly 
every town has to face this dog question sooner or 
later and there seoms to be only one answer. Mark 
those dogs with a tag that the owners wish to keep 
and destroy the rest.

The Provincial Government is now planning a 
new series of grants to assist the formation and 
. operation of a public library, in each locality. 
For every 50 cents per capita'spent on the oper- 
ation of a local library the government will give 
a grant of 35 cents por capita. In addition, the 
government will give a special grant of $1.00 per 
capita to those districts which require financial 
‘assistance to' build accomodations for a library. 
A town would be allowed to appropriate 2 mills of 
general revenue without a vote of the ratepayers, 
such funds to be used in buying books. 

The Town of Bassano has never had the advan- 
tages of having a public library in spite of spor~ 
adic efforts of various organizations over tho 
years.to try and organize one. The ratepayers of _ 
the Town seem to favor having the Town operate the 
community services for it's. citizens and here is 
apa Rhoe: thetanoe where the Council might well con- 
‘template adding to the community projccts now be- 
ing operated by the Town.: . 

y not use the government's $1.00 por capita 
grant (in this case amounting to $724.00) to put 
book cases and other library equipment in the Town 
Hall and use the Town Secretary as librarian for 
the time being? This arrangement could always be 
changed when more adequate facilities were con- 
structed at the Community Centre or clsewhere. 

The Home and School Association would very likoly 
be willing to donate the books the Association has 
gathered and the Town could buy other books to 
augment the supply of good reading. This library 
could be started without too much capital cxpen- 
‘diturg and would lay the foundation upon which all 
clubs in Bassano might be willing to assist in. 
maintaining a public library in Bassano. How about 
it, folks? Do you see any mcrit in the suggestion?
